DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 3-8 (Withdrawn) are cancelled because they are directed to a species 
that was non-elected without traverse. 

Claim 13 is cancelled because it is drawn to a species that was not elected, and 
additionally should not have been previously examined. Additionally, because the 
amendment to claim 1 that put the case in condition for allowance also caused claim 1 
to no longer be generic, it is required that claim 13 be cancelled because there is not a 
single disclosed embodiment that includes the limitations of both claim 1 and claim 13.
